ARRIVE IN NEW YORK | 
|More Workers Are Badly 
| Needed, However, to 


Entire 82d Division, With 
Exception of Troops In- 
definitely Assigned to 
“Overseas” Service, Due 
Before Next Week Ends.

New York, May 6.—(Special.)—In- 
soming transports today poured into 
New York approximately three thou- 
sand members of the Eighty-second 
division, and the entire organization, 
with the exception of those units 
indefinitely held in France, is ex- 
pected to land within the next week. 

Of the units thus far landed fully 
80 per cent of the enlisted men are 
from the north and central west, the 
personnel from the entire south not 
bing more than 20 per cent and 
from the original states from which 
the whole organization was com- 
prised, Georgia, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee, not being more than 5 per 
cent. 

Percentage Is Greater. 

The units that have arrived thus 
far do not embrace the infantry, 
however, except tn officers sent back 
as casuals and therefore the per- 
centage of northern and western men 


is greater in the arrivals totals than 


will be the case when the infantry 
regiments begin to arrive. 

As shown by the official history 
of the division, published in The 
Constitution Tuesday, however, the 
replacements in these regiments 
were so heavy, demanded by the 
fortunes of war, that the returning 
personnel will be an entirely differ- 
ent one from the personnel of the 
infantry regiments, when they sailed 
for France one year ago. 

The steamship Huron, which ar- 
rived at Brooklyn at noon, brought 
a load of 82d men almost exclu- 
sively, there being fully 2,600 offi- 
cers and men aboard, or a complete 
passenger list of 3,265, members of 
the famous “All Americans.” 

Units on Board.

“Our finances are in guch deplor- 
able condition that in my judgment, 
unless something is done to bring 
the people into one accord,” he as- 
serted,: “the city will continue to 
suffer. My idea is to ascertain 
what is the quickest and best way 
to secure relief.” 

Mr. Orme expressed the belief that 
in the event of council’s failure to 
provide money for a diagnosis of 
the city’s condition a public sub- 
scription could be readily raised, and 
said that if this were done he felt 
sure council would welcome the in-

Hines Says No General 


Rate Increase Is Con- 
templated—Reasons Are 
Given for Big Loss. 


Washington, May 6.—Director Gen- 
eral Hines in a discussion of recent 
railroad earnings tonight disclosed 
that: 

The government’s deficit in op- 
erating the railroads for the first 
three months this year, or the dif- 
ference between net earnings and 
one-fourth of the guaranteed an- 
nual compensation, was about $192,- 
000,000 for all roads under federal 
management. 

The government’s loss for 1918 was 
$226,000,000. 

The entire government loss in- 
curred in fifteen months of federal] 
operation was $418,000,000. 

Marked reduction of freight traf- 
fic under records of similar periods 
of the last two years were respon- 
sible for the bad financial showing 
and conditions in April, though not 
yet reported fully, show no promise 
of improvement. 


Despite the big government de-, 


ficits, the director general does not 
contemplate any general 
in the level of rates, but prefers 
to await restoration of normal busi- 
ness conditions, 

Loss on Express Business. 

The government also incurred a 
deficit of about $14,540,000 in eight 
months operation of the American 
Railway Express company, the con- 
solidated express corporation, up to 
March 1, 1919. 

“The present unfavorable results 
naturally lead to agitation of the 
question whether there ought to be 
an increase of rates,” said Mr. Hines 
in his statement. “My own judgment 
is that the present conditions are 
too abnormal to serve as a basis 
for any general change in the level 
of rates and that it is preferable 
to defer action on that subject until 
there shall have been a fuller op- 
portunity to get a more reliable and 
possibly a more normal measure of 
the conditions, meanwhile resorting 
to every practical economy, study- 
ing the situation with the greatest 
care, and keeping the public fully 
inrormed as to developments.” 
$192,000,000 Loss in Three Months. 

The deficit of $192,000,000 incur- 
red by the government in January, 
February and March, as figured by 
Mr. Hines, greatly exceeded _ the 
estimate made public earlier in the 
day by the bureau of railway eco- 
nomics, because Mr. Hines calculated 
the guaranteed compensation for the 
three months as three-twelfths of 
the annual compensation. The 
bureau of railway economics calcu- 
lated each month’s share on the 
basis of average for that month in 
the three pre-war years. The rail- 
road administration figure also in- 
cluded small roads, not included in 
the so-called class one, which are 
under government control, and also 
expenses of the central administra- 
tion and cost of operating inland 
waterways. 

Mr. Hines explained that his sys- 
tem of calculating tended to show 
the railroad administration’s posi- 
tion rather at a disadvantage for 
the first three months, but added: 

“Still it seems preferable 
charge a full 
rental into each of these months 
rather than to run the risk of an 
impression arising that there is any 
disposition to understate the actual 
results. 

Unfavorable Results Explained. 


“To a large extent the unfavor- 
able results for January, February 
and March are due to the fact that 
business has fallen off and that 
expenses could not be correspond- 
ingly readjusted so that the 
largely arises in connection with the 
period of readjustment through 
which the country is going.

Paris, May 6.—The plenary peace 
conference completed its work today 
so far as Germany is concerned and 
at a secret plenary session com- 
municated the terms of the peace 
treaty to all the powers represented 
at the conference. This was the 
last act before delivery of the treaty 
to the Germans at Versailles tomor- 
row. 

The session was held in the for- 
eign office, with the same setting 
and distinguished personnel as at 
previous public sessions except in 
the case of Italy, which today was 
represented by Dr. Silvio Crespi, 
the former food administrator, pend- 
ing the arrival of Premier Orlando 
and Foreign Minister Sonnino to- 
morrow. 

M. Clemenceau presided with Pres- 
ident Wilson at his right and Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George at his left, with 
the entire membership of the con- 
ference grouped around the table. 

Enormous throngs surrounded the 
foreign office watching the arrival 
of the delegates. Those who as- 
sembled within the building includ- 
ed Marshal Foch and the British vice 
admiral, Sir Rosslyn Wemyss, with 
their staffs.

WILSON 
BY LONDON PRESS 


For Visit of Irish-Ameri- 
cans to Ireland—Lloyd- 
George Also Attacked. 
Sinn Feiners Hail Amer- 
ican Visitors. 


London, May 6.—The visit of rep- 
resentatives of American Irish so- 
cieties to Ireland is creating great 
interest in Sinn Fein circles there 
and equal indignation in. unionist 
quarters in Ireland and England. 

Among tke reports in circulation 
is one that passports from Paris to 
Ireland were granted the mission at 
the request of President Wilson. 
There are also reports that Premier 
Lloyd-George promyrsed to receive 
the delegates of the American Irish 
societies and advised them to visit 
Belfast. This is regarded as evi- 
dence that Mr. Lloyd-George does 
not oppose their avowed efforts to- 
ward the creation of an Irish re- 
public. 

There is considerable 
about the whole affair. 

A question was addressed to the 


government in the house of com- 
mons on Monday with a view to es- 
tablishing whether the envoys are 
accredited to the American govern- 
ment and also to establish their 
exact status. It also was asked 
if the premier had intended to re- 
ceive them. The question was met 
evasively by the home secretary. 
who promised to make inquiries and 
said that this would occupy a week. 

While, according to some dis- 
patches from Ireland, the Sinn Fein- 
ers are greatly encouraged and be- 
lieve the creation of an Irish re- 
public is within sight, the unionist 
press here is angrily calling for an 
explanation from Premier Lloyd- 
George and criticising President 
Wilson’s alleged interference in 
British domestic affairs. 

“If it is true that Mr. Wilson is

This decision followed an appeal 
by the Chinese deelgation to Pres- 
ident Wilson to intercede with the 
conference officials to have China 
included among the powers permit- 
ted to attend the presentation of 
the peace treaty to the Germans. 

As first planned only the follow- 
ing countries were to be repre- 
sented: 

The United States, Great Britain 
and her dominions, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, Brazil, Serbia, 
Greece, Poland, Portugal, Rumania 
and Czecho-Slovakia. 

The list was drawn on the theory 
that only those of the powers which 
had rendered efficient aid in prose- 
cuting the war were to attend the 
ceremony. The other allies will be 
permitted a position outside the 
palace at the time the ceremony 
takes place, 

The Chinese delegation to the 
peace conference is displaying great 
dissatisfaction with the announced 
settlement of the Shantung prob- 
lem.

a $45,600 cut, of which $35,000 was 
payrol] money. Chief John Jentzen 
declared Tuesday that this would 
mean that no less than 30, and prob- 
ably many more, sanitary carts, out 
of the 109 kept busy daily now to 
remove the garbage, would have to 
be stopped. 

“Tf anything, there ought to be 
more sanitary carts running dur- 
ing the summer months than at any 
other season of the year,’ said Chief 
Jentzen “The most necessary thing 
for the city is the removal of the 
garbage from the back yards dur- 
ing the months of June, July, Au- 
gust and September.” 

The force reduced, the department 
would necessarily have to resort to 
dumping garbage in low sreas and 
at the outlets of sewers in various 
sections of the city, said the chief. 
thereby making sources and contrib- 
uting to them daily where disease 
germs in untold numbers could find 
an ideal home to breed and from 
which to spread. 

It is known that flies and mos- 
quitoes are the most industrious 
carriers of disease that the inhabi- 


tants of a city have to deal with, 
and the appropriation of $4,000 to 
the health department for their ex- 
termination was also cut off by the 
finance committee, and they are 
now to have unhindered access to 
the open, germ-breeding dumps. 
More Mulcs Denied. 

Added to this he said that twelve 
or fifteen mules which they now 
owned are practically worthless for 
further service, and the money that 
was appropriated in the sheet for 
the purchase of mules was with- 
drawn from the department. 

At the same time that chances of 
a disease epidemic are being mul- 
tiplied the authorities of Grady 
hospital are vainly trying to devise 
some means by which the nursing 
staff may be kept intact. It seems 
to be impossible, since the pay roll 
of the institution suffered a reduc- 
tion of $5,000. 

A complaint almost as vigorous 
was voiced by Chief of Construc- 
tion H. L. Collier, who stated that 
the efficiency of his department 
would be so reduced that he was at 


a loss as to how to proceed. He is 
to be deprived of one engineer; the

Markes News Service of 
Agricultural Department 


Editor Constitution: Congress 
has never done more for the farm- 
ers of the country than was done 


when the act was passed establish- 
ing the market news service, in the 
department of agriculture. 


A year and a half ago the service 
was extended through the south 
with offices at Atlanta, Jackson- 
ville, Birmingham, Memphis, New 
Orleans, and Houston. 

From these offices were issued 
daily, reports showing the number 
of cars, the tone of the market, 
the condition of the goods, and the 
prices paid, on all fruits and pro- 
duce, on each principal market of 
the country. With this information 
before him, the farmer could tell 
what he should receive as a fair 
price in selling, and if his goods 


were on consignment, he could tell 
commission merchant was 
making returns on a proper basis. 


That this service is appreciated 
by the farmers of Georgia is shown 
in the following list of bulletins is- 


sued by seven of the largest cities 


of the country, in which the service 
is being maintained. This list 
covers a period of one year from 
April 1, 1918, to March 29, 1919: New 
York issued 1,748,435, Philadelphia 
833,423, Atlanta 
745,604, Kansas City 547,567, Boston 
410,016, Pittsburg 386,685.

Slowness in buying is easily 
explained in a few isolated locali- 
ties where farm work is backward 
or there has been a shortage of em- 
ployment in certain industries, but 
generally speaking no one seems to 
be able to assign a definite cause 
for the failure of the country to 
aoe up the pace that was expected 
of it.” 

The increase in the total during 
the last 24 hours was $256,000,000 of 
which $146,000,000 came from the 
New York district alone. This is a 
better record than has been made 
for the last few days, but falls far 
short of the $623,000,000- average 
daily subscriptions which must be

mittee chairman for the district, on 
Monday gave out a statement in 
which he reviewed the situation in 
the district as a whole. He point- 
ed out that there are fifty Georgia 
counties, chief among which is Ful- 
ton county, which by their tardi- 
ness in filling their quotas mre se- 
riously endangering the success of 
the campaign in the entire district. 
Mr. McFadden’s Statement. 
His statement is as follows: 
“Based on reports of subscrip- 
tions received up to this time and 
on forecasts made by county chair- 
men, the outlook for the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district is far from 
cheerful. Five of the six gtates 
which compose this district 
making a desperate fight and it 
appears probable that they will 
reach their quotrgs or approach them 
very nearly. Practically no efforts 
are being made anywhere to roll 
up heavy oversubscriptions such as 
numerous counties reperted in pre- 
vious campaigns, amounting often to 
as much as 400 per cent of their 
quotas. Tennessee alone gives prom- 
ise of an oversubscription, and this 
promise may not be remlized unless 
the ron deigtarccre. A of every county 
chairman mateMmalizes everywhere. 
“In Alabama, Florida, Louisiana 
and Mississippi the actual result 
cannot be known until midnight Sat- 


|urday night, but with the superhu- 


man efforts that are being put forth 
it is hard to see how those states 
can fail to make their actual quo- 
tas. 

“When we come to Georgia the 
situation is most discouraging, for 
the present indications are that the 
Empire State is going to fall short 
of its quota around $6,000,000, so 
that in addition to being the only 
state in the district to fail, Georgia 
will likely cause the district as a 
whole to fail. 

“All prospects are that every large 
city in the district, with the excep- 
tion of Atlanta, is going to have a 
reasonable oversubscription. 

‘In every zone where the county 
organizations have been active the 
subscriptions are coming in very 
satisfactorily. There are nineteen 
counties in Georgia that have al- 
ready made their quotas. Two- 
thirds of those that remain will 
make their allotments, for the or- 
ganizations are very much aroused 
and the people are responding to the 
that are being made to 
them. 

“It appears at the present time 
that about fifty counties in Georgia 
will have the distinction of caus- 
ing the state and the sixth federal 
reserve district to fail. 

“In the four remaining days there 
is yet time to overcome what seems 
now inevitable failure. If the organ- 
ization in every county in Georgia 
that has made its quota will vol- 
unteer for service in the weak coun- 
ties: if every patriotrc individual in 
the counties that are lagging will 
make it his only business to work 
until Saturday night to protect the 
honor of his home county, Georgia 
and the sixth district may yet be 
on the honor roll.

The ‘‘ Dixie Devils’’ Bring Home 
The Marks of Dash and Daring 


The Famous Regiment of 
Alabama Boys, Under 
Command of Colonel 
Crews, Made Striking 
Record. 


By James A. Hollemon. 

New York, May 6.—(Special)—Ofr 
the infantry regiments that have 
thus far returned from France not 
one has reached New York with 
greater honors than the famous 
“167th Alabama,” a unit of the 
42d division that is known better, 
in fighting circles, as the “Dixie 
Devils.” It is a regiment of mere 
boys on the whole; practically all 
of them, until their ranks were 
thinned by battle, were natives of 
Alabama; and 80 per cent of them, 
it is estimated, the sons or grand- 
sons of confederate veterans. 

Many are the remarkable fea- 
tures that will distinguish this reg- 
Iment through the generations to 
come. For instance, the first Ger- 
man airplane brought down by an 
American gun was by a private in 
this regiment. The regiment has 
to its credit more days of facing 
the enemy than any other regiment 
in the army. The regiment re- 
ceived two decorations, and one of 
the most remarkable acts of brav- 
ery, transcending the line of duty, 
was by a colonel in the 167th. 
Therefore, Alabamians feel justly 
proud of this unit of youngsters, 
wild, noisy, mischievous when idle, 
but unyielding and invincible fight- 
ers while engaged. 

One Heroie Charge. 

I have been particularly inter- 
ested in the citation awarding the 
medal of honor to Corporal Sidney 
E. Manning, of Flomaton. He is a 
mere boy, and takes his distin- 
guished honor in as matter of fact 
a manner as he would take a drink 
of water after a long hike on the 
dusty roads of Dixie. But” read 
what he did— 

“The entire battalion, in the face 
of the most violent machine gun 
concentration from commanding po- 
sitions on the steep heights above, 
carried the assault over the crest of 
the hill, which was taken by storm 
in hand-to-hand fighting. At this 
stage, about 10:30 
the platoon commander of the 2d 
(right) platoon of company G, in 
which platoon Corporal , Manning 
was in command of an automatic 
rifle squad, was killed and the ser- 
geant in command of the platoon 
was severely wounded. In Corporal 
Manning’s squad the automatic rifle 
gunner was killed, and all but 
thirty-five men of the 2d platoon 
were either killed or severely 
wounded. 

“Nevertheless, he assumed com- 
mand of the platoon, and pushed 
forward over the crest of the hill, 
leading the platoon against an 
enemy strong point which dominat- 
ed the entire valley of the Uuregq, 
and which was wired.and intrenched 
and strongly defended by machine 
guns, During this time he was 
repeatedly, and again severely, 
wounded. He still pushed forward, 
and, though isolated and far in ad- 


in the morning,-. 


vance of the assaulting troops of 
his battalion, took a foothold at the 
strong point and remained there 
until all of his platoon except seven 
men had been killed or wounded and 
no member of his automatic squad 
remained. 

“He himself, at their head and 
encouraging the survivors by his 
indomitable resolution, had received 
nine wounds, in all parts of his 
body, of which at least four were 
serious. He then alone, solitary and 
severely wounded, directed the re- 
maining members of his platoon to 
return to the rest of their company, 
while he covered their movement. 
This was finally and _ successfully 


accomplished, during which he held} 


off the enemy, who were not more 
than fifty yards away, through his 
own unassisted efforts with his 
automatic rifle, which, with the 
necessary ammunition, he had, while 
still leading the platoon, taken from 
the fallen members of his automatic 
rifle squad, and, with the greatest 
self-sacrifice and unshakable hero- 
ism, covered the return of the sur- 
vivors of his fallen platoon. This 
done, he with difficulty made his 
way back to the crest of the hill. 
where he was dragged to safety.” 


Daring Exploits. 


In the official history of the regis. 


ment, and by the way all of the 
returning organization have named 
historians, I gather some of the in- 
cidents of peculiar note.

Another German took the gun, and 


Five times the machine 
Zunners were replaced, and five 
times the Alabamian leaped to his 
perilous vantage point and shot the 
gunner down. A French lieutenant 
pulled him from the parapet and 
kissed him excitealy on both cheeks. 
Another German took the gun and 
Riley leaped to his perch once more, 
And this time the German’s bullet 
hit him; he; was killed instantly. 


Over on the Nevers-Sedan road 
Corporal William S. Hughes, of 
the 167th’s machine gun company, 


pulled his gun out of its emplace- 
ment and put it on the parapet along 
the road as a column of Germans 
hove in sight. He waited until 
the enemy was within 200 yards, 
then opened fire. He killed a good 
many, and the rest turned and ran. 

The first German airplane brought 
down by an American soldier's rifle

HOME COOKING

Rice is extensively cultivated in 


the Orient and supplies the princi- 
pal food to nearly one-half the 
population of the entire world. 
There is every reason why rice 
should be a daily article of diet in 
Planning the menu. It is more 
nutritious than the potato and it 
digests very readily. 
ly cooked and served it is an ideal | 
starchy food. 

Unpolished rice contains all*the| 
nutriment of the grains, which is| 
approximately 6 per cent fat, 8 per 
cent protein, 79 per cent carbohy- 
drates. The polished variety con- 
tains an average of 88 per cent nu- 
triment. Polished rice has been rob- 
bed of its vital life-giving elements. 

Rice is graded for size and condi- 
tion and is then prepared for the 
trade. It is known as fancy head 
rice, choice, prime, good, medium, 
common and screenings. Patna rice, 
the small, slender, well-rounded 
grain, is in great demand in the 
East, with the Japan, Siam, Java, 
Rangoon and Bassein varieties close- 
ly following. In this country the 
Carolina, Japan and Honduras are | 
popularly in demand, 

The Carolina rice is a large, 
sweet-flavored grain of good color 
and appearance. Japanese rice is a| 
thick bodied, ‘soft grained variety. 
Honduras variety is the slender, | 
well shaped grain. 

The preparation of rice for the 
merkets involves, first, thresh- 
ing and, second, the milling, which 
removes the husks, and, third, the 
polishing to produce the _ pearly'| 
white gloss which so many folks | 
think is very desirable. 

Polished rice has been robbed of 
nearly all its fat and mineral con- 
tent, and thus its food value is low- 
ered and it is deprived of its flavor. 

The rice dishes as prepared in the 
Oriental countries are made from 
fancy unpolished head rice and they 
form some of the main dishes. 

The Oriental first washes his rice 
in several waters, rubbing it vigor- 
ously between the hands. This thor- 
oughly cleans it. Now, to follow 
this method have a saucepan con- 
taining boiling water and then add 
the rice slowly, so that the water 
continually boils. Cook until tender 
and then remove the lid from the 
saucepan and cover the rice with a 
dish, to absorb the moisture, Set 
in a warm place for five minutes. 

This will give a saucepan contain- 
ing a mass of delicious, fluffy, rice, 
each grain distinct and separate. 

Now, if you carefully measure 
both your rice and then the water, 
it will not be necessary for you to 
drain off the excess water and thus 
lose the valuable mineral and fat 
content. 

How to Cook Rice American Style. 

Place in a double boiler two and 
one-half cups of boiling water and 
then add one teaspoon of salt. Now 
add slowly one-half cup of well- 
washed unpolished rice. Cover and 
cook until the rice is tender and 
the water absorbed. Remove the 
lid and then cover the rice closely 
with a clean napkin and cook for 
five minutes. This will fluff each 
grain of rice. 

It is now ready to serve, either 
plain as a vegetable to replace the 
potato or prepared into many de- 
lectable dishes that our Oriental 
neighbors relish so keenly.

The cultivation of rice in Louis- 
iana is more than a hundred years 
old. Louisiana now produces a 
crop of this cereal larger than the 
entire crops of the states of Geor- 
fia and Carolina. The tourist who 
visits Louisiana during the time of 
the rice market enjoys a scene that 
is rarely duplicated elsewhere in 
the civilized world, for here are 
gathered the buyers from ail parts 
of the country. 

The Creole of Loutsiana, like the 
Oriental, has the true secret for 
making this food a palatable ar- 
ticle of diet. The old mammy in 
New Orleans always tells her chil- 
dren that, of course, le riz must be 
thoroughly washed, and she always 
insists that the grains be cleansed 
in four waters—two warm and two 
cold—and then it is cooked in the 
same manner as the Orientals use. 

Never stir the rice while it is 
cooking; this will make it mushy. 
Instead, alwavs shake the sauce- 
pan. Never flood the rice with wa- 
ter while it is cooking. Always 
keep the fact in mind that jus* five 
times the actual measurement. of 
the rice in water will be required to 
cook it.

CORN ADVANCES 


Hogs Reach the Highest 
| Price Ever Known, $21.35 
| Per 100 Pounds, and Corn 
' Closes Strong. 


| Chicago, May 6.—With hogs 
| jumping today to the highest price 
ever known, $21.35 a hundred 
| pounds, the corn market ran up 
| Sharply despite a widely-prevalent 
|opinion that an important address 
which the national wheat director, 
Julius H. Barnes, delivered to the 
members of the board of trade here 
would have a bearish effect. Corn 
closed strong, 3%c to 4%c net high- 
er, with July $1.69% to $1.69%, and 
September $1.63% to $1.63%. Oats 
finished unchanged to %*%c lower. 
The outcome itn provisions was an 
advance ranging from 2%c to 5b0c. 

Breaking of high-price records in 
the hog market had already com- 
menced in earnest before the open- 
ing trades were made tn the corn 
pit. The reason for the upward 
flight of hog values was that the 
total number of hogs received at the 
Chicago stockyards today was much 
smaller than had been expected and 
supplies were also reported scanty 
to other western packing centers. 
Unfavorable weather for plowing, 
Planting and hauling corn tended 
also to lift corn prices. Much 
nervousness was manifest, however, 
regarding the nature of Barnes’ 
speech, and there was lively liqui- 
dation at times by holders, together 
with considerable short selling by 
bearish speculators. Just before Mr. 
Barnes appeared on ‘change hogs at 
the stockyards again surpassed the 
latest tip-top price. After Mr. 
Barnes ceased talking, many trad- 
ers found to their surprise that but 
little corn was for sale. A sharp 
new bulge quickly ensued on cov- 
ering by shorts. The closing gong 
struck with corn at virtually the 
peak figures of the day. 

Favorable crop conditions made 
oats relatively weak notwithstand- 
ing the bullish action of corn. 

Provisions reflected the gains in 
the hog market. Trade in provi- 
sions, however, was dull.

DR. CLARENCE OWENS 
TO SURVEY PANAMA 


New York, May 6.—Dr. Clarence 
director general of the 
Commercial Congress 
leaves here tomorrow for Panama 
where he will conduct an economic 
survey of the republic and submit 


_a plan for its economic reconstruc- 
| tion. 


Owens was selected for 
this work by President Porras and 
the Panama congress. As a mem- 
ber of the United States commission 
appointed by President Wilson in 
1913 he made a similar survey of the 
United States and eighteen Euro- 
pean countries. 

In addition to the proposed sur- 
vey Dr. Owens plans the establish- 
ment in Panama of a pan-American 
college of commerce which will 
offer instruction in banking and 
financial methods to citizens of all 
South American and Central Ameri- 
can republics. This project has 
been endorsed by President Porras.

New York, May 6.—No attempt 
will be made tomorrow by the Unit- 
ed States navy’s trans-Atlantic avia- 
tors to “hop-off” on the first leg of

H. Towers, the flight commander. 

Reports received at the Rockaway 
Point station of bad weather along 
the coast between here and Trepas- 
sey Bay, dashed hopes- entertained 
during the day that the “flying 
boats” would “hop-off” on their 
“cruise” to Halifax in the morn- 
ing. 

All four motors on the NC-3 are 
being replaced, it was announced to- 
night. A ball-bearing in one of 
them, believed to have been jarred 
out of place during a test flight 
of the machine several days ago 
with a 28,000-pound load, was the 
cause of orders to replace one mo- 
tor. Later, in the interests of do- 
ing a “good job” and leaving noth- 
ing to chance, Commander John H. 
Towers, in command of the flight, 
directed that the three other motors 
be replaced. 

The big NC-3 will be ready for 
flight in the morning, however, with 
ali motors working. The “star- 
board watch” started replacing her 
motors early in the afternoon. 

The first NC plane to “hop-off”’ 
on the trans-Atlantic flight will 
carry a Victory Loan message from 
Secretary of the Treasury Carter 
Glass to President Wilson, it was 
announced today.
